Preliminary Figure Places It at 
28%, Bushels per Acre All 
Over Canada 


FINE HAY YEAR 


Seventeen and a Half Million 
Tons in Round Figures Is 
Estimate 


Ottawa, Aug. 15.—The vreliminary 
estimate of the yield an acre of fall 
wheat for Canada ig 28% bushels, as 
compared w' 19 bushels last year, 
and with 22% bushels the decennial 
average for the years 1909-1918 The 
yield per acre for 1919 is therefore 


the highest average on record, the 
previous record beirse 28% bushels in| 
1915. Upon the harvested area of} 


797,750 acres, the total yield is 22,- 
875,800 bushels, as compared with 
17,942,800 bushels last year, and with 
29,320,600 bushels the record fall 
yield of 1915, In Ontario, 
where the bulk of the fall wheat crop 
is produced, the total yield for 1919 
{s 21,762,000 bushels from 744,000 
acres, an average yield per acre of 
29% bushels. Last year the Ontario

| average as compared with 100, or the 


yield was only 7,045,000 bushels from 
862,616 acres, an average per acre of 
19% bushels. 

Highest On Record 

The total yleld of hay and clover in 
Canada is estimated at 17,408,000 tons 
from 10,662,870 acres, an average per 
acre of 1.63 tons. 

The total yleld is the highest on re- 
cord and compares with last year's 
record yield of 14,772,300 tons. Of al- 
falfa the total yield is 290,300 tons as 
against 446,400 tons last year. In 
consequence of continued drought the 
condition of grain crops in Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta at the end of July 
was worse by from 8 to 10 points than 
at the end of June. Thus the condi- 
tion of wheat in Saskatchewan on 
July 31st was 73 per cent. of decennial 
average as against 91 per cent. on 
June 30th. In Alberta the July per- 
centage for wheat was 70 as compar- 
ed with 80 in June. In Manitoba, 
spring wheat, owing to a general out- 
break of rust, has deteriorated by 8 
points; so that the condition is ex- 
pressed by 92 per cent., or eight below

Professor Allan Discusses Alberta 
in Regard to Mineral 
Deposits 


What possibilities are offered in the 
province of Alberta toward the crea 
tion of wealth from {ts mineral de- 
ports was told to congressional mem 

ers on Friday afternoon by Dr. John 

A. Allen, professor geology of the pro- 

vince of Alberta He said that the 
mineral resources of this provinge 
stood second in the matter of bagic 
wealth, the first place going to agri- 
culture 

| The last few years had seen great 
jstrides toward the development of na- 
tural resources of this province he ag 
serted. the value of production in 1917 


being computed at $16,000,000 

H® considered, however, that the 
vast wealth was yet unknown and 
that the north must be looked to for 
the full determination of the metal- 
llc wealth of the west. Here the in- 
dications were most favorable. The 


clay products were so extensive that 
it has not been possible to develop 
them. The war caused some hinder- 
ance tn the matter of production in 
this regard for while the value of the 
products produced in the province tn 
1912 amounted to one and a half mii- 
fon dollara, at the end of 1917 the 
ouspet had decreased to half a mil- 
lon 

Clay and shales are to found in 
great variaties in Alberta. Fire olay 
that will grade number two, was also 
obtainable in southern Saskatchewan. 

Materials for ceramic production 
;were extensive and the opinion was 
expressed by Dr. Allen that it should 
be unnecessary for Canada to import 
yearly the large amount of clay pro- 
duots as is being done at the present 
time. 

Silice sand ia not to be found in 
econom! kquantities, but the prospecte 
are good; salt occurs frequently both 
in solid formation and in waters as 
brine, particularly in the Salt River, 
one of the tributaries of the Lesser 
Slave; while in the McMurray district 
vo large is the bed deporied, that the 
proyincial government has taken the 
matter in hand and Monday jaat 
sent a party of men worth for the 
purpose of conducting developments.

culture as carried on in our province 


of our wealth. 
Reputation For Best Wheat 
Before visiting western 
your impression, no doubt, was that 
we have principally a wheat growing 
country. We have formed a world- 
wide reputation for No. 1 hard wheat. 
This wheat when shipped to the cen- 
tres of the world, is there mixed with 
the softer wheats grown elsewhere, In 
order that a+ better quality of flour 
for bread making purposes may be 
produced, Our country ts naturally 
adapted, not only to the production 
of a good quality of wheat, but also 
‘or:the production of exceedingly high 
Wields {n comparison with the many 
other countries of the world. The 
lepartment of agriculture of the prov- 
ince has on file records of spring 
wheat ylelds amounting to 70 bushels 
per acre, 40 and 45 bushels being not 
incommon. For some reason our oat 
yxrop has not gained the same reputa- 
‘ion as wheat. Princtpally, I take It, 


for the reason that a very large 
mount of the oats raised in this 
pountry are consumed locally, being 
fed extensively to ve stock, and 


herefore have not made their way 
us oats to the markets of the world. 
Nevertheless records show many out- 
standing ylelds. On one farm on 
which investigation was made by the 
Nepartment, a yield of 182 bushels to 
the acre was secured. This is an ex- 
peptional yield, but 100 bushels per 
here is not uncommon of oats that 
weigh from 40 to 48 pounds per 
aushel,

There ts no doubt that our whea 
crop is responsible for a great deal 


of the development that has a place 
in western Canada in the past ten or 
fifteen years, It has been a very im- 
portant contributing factor to our pre- 
sent prosperity and I would not mini- 
mize the importance of that branch 
of agriculture, but I am aware that 
the farmer who bases his operations 
on the business of grain growing 
alone is treading on very uncertain 
ground, no matter In what country he 
may be operating. The grain farmer 
is dependent to such @ great extent 
upon the variations of the weather 
and seasons, that his business is not 
of the same substantial character as 
the man who may be engaged in live 
stock raising and mixed farming. You 
have been travelling through the 
southern part of our province and 
have seen the results of the dry sea- 
son, without question the dryest 
which has been experienced in thirty 
years, I am not here to make any 
excuses for the southern part of our 
province, but I wish to say that south- 
ern Alberta js not the only place in 
North America where crop failures 
have occurred once in thirty years; 
but Iam not so much concerned with 
with that of Ive stock and mixed 
farming. 
Realize Possibilities 

Immediately after the Northwest 
rebellion in 1885, stock men from the 
United States, eastern Canada and 
overseas soon began to realize the 
possibilities of ranching in western 
Canada. They discovered here a mag- 
nificent top of nutritious grass, with 
an abundance of good water, and a 
climate particularly suited to the bus- 
Iness of stock raising, with the result 
that many large ranches were found- 
ed at this time. These ranchers had 
free possession of the open range for 
a period of 12 or 15 years when home- 
stead laws were placed upon the 
statute books of Canada, progressive 
and aggressive immigration policies 
put into operation, and as a conse- 
quence during the past 20 years, the 
country has been split up into small 
farms, and men have come from al- 
most every quarter of the globe, who 
have established themselves in the 
stock and mixed 
With this came an enormous increase 
in cultivation and the real develop- 
ment of western Canada took place. 
In 1898, we had 79,000 acres under 
cultivation; in 1908 we had 837,000 
acres. In the present year we have 
approximately 10,000,000 acres. ur 
province consists of 166,000,000 acres 
of land in total, 100,00000 acres of 
is fit for cultivation, and ten 
of this amount ‘is already 
Germany has a 


cent. 
under cultivation. 
little less arable land than Alberta, 
France slightly more. We have one- 
half milion population, and While I 
realize that agriculture may not be 
the matin industry in these countries, 
yet it is responsible for a large 
share of their wealth and we can have 
some idea of the population which 
our province could sustain were our 
land all under cultivation. With a 
population of one-half million people 
last year, our total revenue from agri- 
cultural products actually sold 
amounted to $201,000,000. What !s 
needed more in our country is popu- 
lation and production on such a basis 
as will result in a permanent system 
of agriculture being established.

Appreciate Responsibility 

I believe that the men tn this coun- 
try appreciate as keenly as anywhere 
else the responsibility which rests 
upon them as citizens of empire. The 
West sent a large and splendid body 
of men to the battlefront and they 
acquitted themselves nobly, ag did the 
men from eastern Canada ,the United 
States and overseas. There never was 
a time when they were not willing to 
pay the price of victory, and they paid 
its price in human blood. The ques- 
tlon with us is, are we willing now to 
| cheerfully discharge the national debt 
created on account of the war? I know 
of no country better able to discharge 
that debt, on account of !ts splendid 
| natural resources. The people of this 
country as well

; crease our national wealth, we must 
actually produce something. Agri- 
culture and manufacturing being the 


main industries of Canada, must 
necessarily bear the burden of the 
national debt.

mon and preferred stock, half and tn'f,

| stock in the Dominion Canners, LI ited, 
jand a cash bonus of $100.

FILTRATION PLANT 


This Is One of the Biggest Civic 
Jobs Now Under Construc- 
tion 


Some inquiries have been made 
|What work is the city carrying out 
this summer 
For the satisfaction of those who 
ant to know what the city is do- 
irg, Commissioner Ormsby and the 
city engineer, have completed a list 
which shows that the city is either 
concluding or actually engaged on 
various work to the extent of $105,- 
000, and such amount has been pass- 
ed by the board of utility commis- 
| Sioners. 

The work includes the construction 
of the addition to the filtration plant, 
jincluding the clearwater basin, the 
making of concrete and cinder walks 
sewer extension including Swift's 
sewer extension, paving maintenance, 
|draining of McKernan’s Lake, etc, 
| In regard to the concrete walks, 
,one at 108rd atreet, from 100a to the 
top of the hill south, has just been 
‘finished, this being done as a local 
improvement; concrete walks are be- 
ing laid down on both sides of 107th 
street from Jasper to 100th avenue; 
“# concrete approach being made to 
No, 2 fire hall, and three ts a curb 
and gutter and concrete walk mainte- 
nance gang doing work in various 
parts of the city 

The sum of $8,000 is being expended 


| 


on this clays of concrete work 
Six miles of cinder walks, costing 
$7,000 are under way, starting with 


‘two miles which being bullt on 
the south side. 
|. The remainder is being done equal- 
ly divided between the east and west 
(on the north side. 
| The $30,000 extension to the filtra- 
|tlon plant of the waterworks, con- 
sisting of a 1 1-2 million galion clear 
‘water basin, is now under progress, 
fand means that tn the future there 
will be no chance of the filtration 
plant being overtaxed and the citl-
